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Mayor rejects 
protesters’ vote 


CAMPAIGNERS took 
a vote of “no confi¬ 
dence” in a council 
director over his 
handling of contro¬ 
versial plans for 1,200 
new homes. 

At a sometimes- 
heated annual town 
meeting in New¬ 
market, leaders of the 
campaign against 
Lord Derby’s plans to 
develop his land on 
the edge of the town 
at Hatchfield Farm 
accused Nigel Mc¬ 
Curdy, district council 
strategic director, of 
overriding their views. 

The development prop¬ 
osal is being opposed by 
the town’s horse racing 
industry, whose leaders 
have argued that it could 
end the town's status as 
racing’s headquarters. 

Jacko Fanshawe, wife of 
trainer James Fanshawe, 
told the packed meeting in 
the town’s Memorial Hall: 
’All we expected was a level 
playing field, but it's been 
far from fair.

“Everyone’s opinion, bar 
those of Mr McCurdy, have 
been given scant regard.” 

She proposed a motion 
of no confidence in Mr 
McCurdy, who was at the 
meeting with Forest Heath 
District Council’s other 
strategic director Andrew 
Claydon and the chief 
executive David Burnip. 

Her proposal was 
applauded by the majority 
of the audience. 

But Cllr Jane Bailey, 
Newmarket’s mayor, who 
was chairing the meeting, 
refused to accept the 
resolution.

Rachel Hood, whose 
husband is trainer John 
Gosden, seconded the 
proposal and asked for a 
show of hands - despite 
Cllr Bailey’s protest that it 
would not be accepted.

A BAN on importing racehorses 
from Britain into India has been 
lifted after a 15-year campaign. 

The Newmarket-based 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
has been involved in major lobbying of 
government bodies in Britain and India. 

Kirsten Rausing, chairman of the 
TBA, said: “The TBA has been working 
to secure the movement of horses 
since the restriction was imposed in 
1995. This has been a long campaign, 
but one which stepped up a gear last 
year. Whilst it was unfortunate that we 
were unable to welcome Indian buyers 
to the 2009 Tattersalls December 
Sales, we now look forward to their 
return to British sales later this year. 

“This campaign would not have 
succeeded without support from our 
opposite numbers, the National Horse 
Breeding Society of India, the excellent 
advice and support of the veterinary 
profession and DEFRA, who through 
Dr Mauricio Lopez, veterinary head 
Global Animal Health, represented the 
industry at high-level meetings in 
Delhi, supported by the British Trade

“We also have to recognise the 
contribution made by a number of 
supporters, whose close contacts with 
India provided the necessary guidance

The ban was imposed because of 
worries in India about Contagious 
Equine Metritis (CEM) which is found 
in non-thoroughbred horses. 

Now the Indian government has 
changed its rules to allow breeding 
horses to be imported if there is proof 
that the premises they have come from 
have been free of the disease for three 
years.

“This is wonderful news for the British 
thoroughbred industry and a tribute to 
years of collective lobbying and hard 
work. Particular thanks should go to 
TBA chairman Kirsten Rausing who 
has worked tirelessly to achieve this 
breakthrough.

Vandal smashed glass 
in window on ‘bad day’ 


A VANDAL was traced by blood he 
left on glass he smashed by 
punching a window. 

Tobias Stevens, 21, punched the 
glass in a fire door at Newmarket’s 
Foley House education centre 
during a “bad day” in which he had 
attempted suicide, magistrates 
heard. 

Stevens was on licence after 
serving part of a sentence in a 
young offenders’ institution, 
magistrates at Bury St Edmunds 
heard. 

He admitted causing criminal 
damage and the magistrates ruled 
he had already served his sentence 
by being held overnight in police 
cells following his arrest. 

In addition he was ordered to pay 
£50 compensation to Suffolk 
County Council for repairs. 

The court heard he had breached 
the terms of his release from 
custody by going to Newmarket’s 
Guineas shopping centre where he 
is banned. 


He was subsequently returned to 
the young offenders’ institution for 
a week. 

His licence from the institution 
runs until July. 

Kevin Lowson, prosecuting, said 
the damage to the glass was caused 
over the weekend of May 7 and 10. 
Stevens was traced by the police 
from blood he left on the glass. 

Stevens told police he had 
punched walls at the same time 
and was having a “bad day” when 
he caused the damage. 

Jeremy Kendall, defence solicitor, 
said Stevens had been “trying to 
damage himself”. 

Two days after the incident he 
was returned to the young offend¬ 
ers’ institution, although the court 
which sent him back to custody 
was unaware of the criminal 
damage offence. 

He said Stevens had now vowed 
to “turn over a new leaf” after 
becoming a father for the first time.

Planner urges 
delaying 1,200 
homes decision 


A DECISION on the con¬ 
troversial plans for 1,200 new 
homes is set to be put off 
until August. 

Forest Heath district councillors 
are being recommended to delay 
the decision on the scheme by Lord 
Derby to develop 160 acres of his 
land at Hatchfield Farm, New¬ 
market. 

The area has already been 
earmarked for development in the 
council’s core strategy until 2031 
despite a major campaign of 
opposition by the town’s horse 
racing industry. 

More than 300 letters of objection 
have been sent to the district 
council and Newmarket Town 
Council is also opposing the 
scheme. 

A report to district councillors for 
the planning committee meeting 
on Wednesday warns that they 
should give clear reasons if they 
intend to refuse permission for the 
scheme.

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Dave Beighton, the planner 
writing the report, suggests that 
councillors should restrict any 
grounds for refusal to currently 
outstanding “technical matters” - 
which include road surveys and the 
effect of the scheme on the A142 
Fordham Road and the A14 - and 
legal agreements to provide services 
for the residents of the new homes - 
and the rest of the town. 

He recommends the decision is 
put off to allow more time to reach 
agreement over the road changes 
and new facilities. 

The report says that the NHS 
wants more than £300,000 to pay for 
additional medical facilities for the 
increased population of the town. 

Nearly £4 million is wanted for a 
new primary school, additional 
secondary school places and 
nursery school provision. 

Suffolk County Council wants 
£200,000 towards new library 


facilities and £73,878 for improved 
waste services. 

The district council wants 
£140,000 towards the cost of 
funding a community development 
officer and the police want a 
contribution for extra officers - 
possibly three police community 
support officers - and a drop-in 
facility. 

Talks have also been held with 
Jockey Club Estates, which currently 
opposes the scheme, about possible 
improvement to horse crossings in 
the town to improve safety. 

The Highways Agency and 
Suffolk County Council highways 
experts say they have yet to reach 
any conclusions about additional 
traffic whether proposed traffic 
lights at the junction of A14 and 
A142 will cope with the increase. 

The report warns that a planning 
inspector has ruled that the district 
council’s core strategy is 
“sound”and balances allowing 
“reasonable growth” while pro¬ 
tecting the horse racing industry.

Police station 
hours and staff 
face cutbacks 


CIVILIAN staff at police 
stations are set to lose their 
jobs as opening hours are cut. 

Suffolk Police Authority has 
decided to reduce the opening 
times at police stations, including 
those at Newmarket, Mildenhall 
and Haverhill. 

At Newmarket and Mildenhall 
the equivalent of one full time job 
will go with the number of civilian 
police station clerks reduced from 
three to two. 

Front counter opening will be cut 
from the current 12 hours to eight 
hours Monday to Friday and 
between 9am and 5pm at 
weekends. 

The changes are set to take effect 
by the end of this year and are due 
to result in savings of £200,000 a

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year for the county’s force by 2013. 

Across the county the equivalent 
of 6.5 full-time posts will go from a 
workforce of 41.4 “full-time equiv¬ 
alents”. 

Cllr Bill Burch, former mayor of 
Newmarket and a town councillor, 
said: “It’s absolute nonsense. Police 
stations should be open 24 hours. 

“What’s most distressing to me is 
that Newmarket has become the 
‘village idiot’ with everything moved 
to Mildenhall. 

“Not so many years ago there 
were two police stations in 
Newmarket - one for Suffolk and 
one for Cambridgeshire.” 

Organisational changes in the 


Suffolk force which took effect 
earlier this year mean that police 
response teams now “sign on” at the 
start of their shifts in Mildenhall 
rather than Newmarket. 

Colin Spence, chairman of the 
county’s Police Authority, said: “The 
decision was not easy, but we are 
committed to ensuring the best 
possible service provided. 

“It was agreed that the con¬ 
stabulary must continue to update 
the public on the implications of 
this project during its imple¬ 
mentation ensuring that they are 
well informed throughout. 

“At a time when public sector 
spending is to be cut, it is essential 
that we deploy our resources 
correctly, protecting our essential 
services whilst spending efficiently.”

A MAN and a wom¬ 
an have been re¬ 
leased on bail after 
being arrested by 
police investigating 
thefts from a holi¬ 
day complex.

Why did officers 
support scheme? 

Sir, With regard to the Red Lodge 
truckstop appeal being dismissed, 
no-one disputes the need for 
truckstops. But the importance of 
putting them in the right places is 
paramount. 

Not only has the inspector 
confirmed this in his reasoning, he 
also appears to have seen through 
the Upton smokescreen. 

Though there are several references 
in the inspector’s report to errors and 
misleading uses of data collected 
and a failure, on the part of the 
appellant as well as Forest Heath 
officers, to correct both Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire county councils’ 
misunderstanding of parking 
numbers, he was generous enough 
to allow Upton’s faulty surveys to be 
re-submitted. Even the draft 
unilateral undertaking to close the 
existing truckstop and cafe had to be 
revised. 

In about one month, Red Lodge 
Parish Council’s professional team 
unearthed these errors and 
deviations. How had Forest Heath’s 
officers failed to see them when they 
had had the files for nearly two 
years? Not only have they failed the 
community they are paid to serve, 
they also failed Upton by giving him 
false hope based on faulty advice. 
They have cost Upton and the 
taxpayer dearly. 

The two main issues were in the 
inspector’s report were: 

(i) effects of traffic and quality of life 
for residents and schoolchildren; 

(ii) effect of development on 
character and appearance of Red 
Lodge and surrounding countryside. 
There were many examples proving 
that the proposed truckstop would 
be far from a “like-for-like 
replacement” of the existing 
truckstop. It was clear, too, that the 
proposed truckstop, contrary to 
national policy, would have drawn 
lorries from the A14 “via local roads 
through bypassed communities to a 
destination in its own right”. 

On another matter contrary to policy, 
Red Lodge Parish Council’s 
professionals pointed out that C02 
emissions would be increased. Why 
had Forest Heath District Council’s 
officers missed (or dismissed) this? 
The inspector concluded that on 
issue (i) HGV movements via local 
roads through bypassed 
communities and becoming a 
destination in its own right is 
contrary to national policy, as is an 
increase in C02 emissions; it would 
be harmful to quality of life, 
especially to noise and perception of 
danger; it would be contrary to Local 
Plan policy 6.12 (not convenient for 
A14, a primary route network road); 
and he concluded that on issue (ii) 
although it would cause only limited 
harm to character and appearance, it 
is nevertheless contrary to policy. 

The inspector also noted that 
although the old truckstop will 
continue, it is highly likely eventually 
to close and for the site to be better 
used. 

In the light of overwhelming 
objections from 10 parish councils, 
other bodies and many individuals, 
as well as the evidence itself, why did 
Forest Heath officers recommend 
this for approval? The application 
was clearly full of holes as well as a 
number of points being against 
national policy. It is a case, yet again, 
of serious misjudgement on the part 
of officers. Only dogged 
determination and an instinctive 


understanding of what is just and 
right gave the planning committee 
the courage to vote against officer 
advice for the umpteenth time.

Club and pub ban for 
four involved in fight 


HIGH STREET in Newmarket is becoming a 
“no-go” area for law-abiding citizens when 
pubs and clubs empty out, according to a 
magistrate. 

David Hooley was the chairman of the bench 
sentencing four men involved in a fight in which 
another clubber was kicked as he lay on the ground 
outside De Niro’s nightclub. 

All four defendants were banned from all pubs and 
clubs in Newmarket for the next year and ordered to 
do unpaid community work. 

Mr Hooley said: “The general public in Newmarket 
is absolutely fed up with this sort of behaviour when 
the clubs turn out. It is becoming a sort of no-go area 
for law-abiding members of the public.” 

Before Bury magistrates court were Jordan Avis, 19, 
of LaxtonWay, Cambridge, Jason Cadman, 18, of 
Osier Holt, Huntingdon, and Oliver Smith, 19, of 
Tower Close, Cottenham, who all admitted affray 
charges. Lewis Shepherd, 19, of Coleridge Road, 
Cambridge, admitted a charge of using threatening 
words and behaviour. 

Magistrates were show CCTV footage which 
showed the three men who admitted affray kicking 
Chris Matthews as he was on the ground. 

Shepherd was seen running towards one of the 
other group in a threatening way. The footage also 
showed one of the other group punching Cadman in 
the face and being arrested himself. 

Kevin Lowson, prosecuting, said the charges 
related to an incident in January at around lam, 
when the four defendants were involved in a 
disturbance with four other men, who are due to

appear in court on June 2. 

An earlier dispute inside the club continued when 
the two groups met outside. 

Jeremy Kendall, for Avis and Shepherd, said they had 
acted in misguided loyalty to a friend who had been 
injured inside the club and were ashamed of their 
“appalling behaviour”. 

He said: “After the general melee, which was quite 
vicious, they calmed down and when told by police to 
sit on the bench, they did. It was as if after that moment 


of madness they realised that they were in trouble.” 

Declan Gallagher, for Smith, who is about to start 
studying for a degree in marine biology, said he acted 
after his friend had received injuries which needed 
stitches to his mouth. 

He said: “There was provocation and he was fighting 
with people who were involved in a conflict, not 
indiscriminately hitting out at people. No members of 
the public were involved and fortunately no-one was 
seriously hurt.” 

Kevin Warbouys, for Cadman, said all four were of 
previous good character and accepted that they should 
not have taken the law into their own hands.

cuting, said the incident 
happened on June 18 last 
year after Price had been 
abusive to Miss O’Neill 
while she was working in a 
barn. 

He told her to “get out” 
but after Price left the barn 
she heard banging and 
found that her car had been 
dented and a side window 
had been smashed. 

Price later told police he 
had been drunk and had 
picked up the speakers 
which were standing in the 
yard and threw them at the 
car. 

Lyndon Davies, defence 
solicitor, said Price had 
been forced to sell the 
stables at a loss to Miss 
O’Neill. He believed she 
had reneged on a deal over 
the sale of horses. 

Mr Davies said Price had 


been battling a drink 
problem and had not had a 
drink for year until the 
stress of having to sell his 
business drove him to have 
a drink on the day of the 
incident. 

The court heard he had 
previously been convicted 
of drink-driving and 
causing criminal damage to 
a debt-collector’s car. 

Mr Davies said Price was 
now hoping to resume his 
career as a jockey and was 
waiting for medical 
clearance as well as Jockey 
Club approval after 
recovering from a badly 
broken leg when a horse fell 
on him. 

A probation officer told 
the court that Price was 
continuing to tackle his 
alcohol problems by 
contact with Joe Carter, the 
racing industry substance 
abuse adviser, and Alco¬ 
holics Anonymous.

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‘Caring teenage daughter is 
my rock and my best friend’ 


S her teenager 
daughter 
walks through 
the door, back from a 
day at school, Nicky 
Littlechild’s face 
lights up. 

“I couldn’t be more 
proud of Sophie,” she 
smiles. “She’s loving, 
caring, incredibly 
supportive; she’s my rock- 
and my best friend, to be 
honest.” 

Like most girls her age, 
Sophie, 16, is in the 
middle of studying for her 
GCSEs; her ambition is to 
join the Navy. When she’s 
not studying, she loves 
playing sport, going 
shopping, chilling out 
with friends... But that’s 
where the similarities with 
most teenagers end. 
Sophie is a young carer - 
and she spends hours of 
every day looking after her 
younger brothers, Daniel 
and Harry. 

Both boys suffer from 
Fragile X; a genetic 
syndrome, it causes a 
range of physical and 
intellectual limitations. 
Aged 12 and 7, Daniel and 
Harry still behave like 
toddlers: they wear 
nappies, need bathing and 
changing and are 
constantly on the go - 
Harry has never slept 
through the night.

“It is hard sometimes," 
admits Sophie, who 
comes from Cambourne. 
“They can be quite 
aggressive, which is 
difficult, and looking after 
them is very tiring: when 
you’re with them it’s full- 
on. But then they’ll do or 
say something sweet or 
funny which makes up for 
it all.” 

Sophie’s amazing 
attitude has just won her a 
nomination for the 
Spicers Young People of 
the Year awards, known as 
the Yopeys. Launched in 
Cambridgeshire five years 
ago, the awards are 
designed to recognise 
young people who give to 
others. 

The brainchild of 
former national 
newspaper journalist Tony 
Gearing, who lives in 
Royston, the awards aim 
to counter some of the 
bad press youngsters 
receive; new Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
hailed the Yopeys as “a 
flourishing social 
enterprise able to provide 
recognition for 
inspirational young 
people”. 

“Sophie absolutely 
deserves to win an award,” 
says Nicky. “She’s brilliant

with the boys and she’s 
amazingly supportive to 
me and Matt, my 
husband. I don’t know 
what we’d have done 
without her.” 

Daniel was the first to be 
diagnosed with Fragile X 
Sophie and her older 
brother Rhys, now 19, 
were, remembers their 
mum, thrilled to have a 


little brother. “From the 
moment he was born he 
was spoiled by his big 
brother and sister,” says 
Nicky. “But then, when he 
was about six months old, 
my mother said she 
thought he might have 
autism: he was still totally 
floppy, like a newborn 
really.” 

When Daniel was 18 


months old, doctors 
decided to run a series of 
blood tests. “He wasn’t 
developing at a normal 
rate,” explains Nicky. 
“They said the tests would 
eliminate certain things - 
like Fragile X I’d never 
heard of it, but they said: 
‘Don’t worry, it won’t be 
that.’ 

“Six weeks later, the 


results came back. I can 
still remember the doctor 
saying: ‘I’m sorry - it is 
Fragile X Syndrome.’ I 
burst into tears straight 
away; the first thing I 
asked was: ‘Is he going to 
die?”’ 

As Nicky and Matt 
discovered, Fragile X is a 
condition caused by an 
inherited chromosomal 


abnormality. It is not life- 
limiting, but the resulting 
symptoms range widely in 
severity - and can come 
hand in hand with other 
disorders, like autism, 
which Daniel has been 
diagnosed with, and 
Attention Deficit 
Hyperactivity Disorder 
(ADHD), which affects 
Harry. 

More blood tests 
showed that Nicky is a 
carrier of Fragile X; she 
inherited it from her 
father. “My dad had only 
just died when Daniel was 
diagnosed,” she 
remembers. “He’d suffered 
a brain haemorrhage at 40 
and had been ill for a long 
time. It was an awful time 
for us,” continues Nicky, 
39. “I felt - sometimes I 
still feel - incredibly guilty 
that I was carrying the 
condition that has caused 
my children harm.” 

As a carrier of Fragile X, 
medics told Nicky she too 
might have some 
symptoms, albeit far 
milder than Daniel’s. “I’d 
always really struggled 
with maths, and they said 
that was connected,” she 
explains. 

Thanks to a specialist 
support worker, the whole 
family threw themselves 
into helping Daniel: as 
well as learning about play 
therapy, they adopted new 
communication 
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techniques - including the 
sign language Makaton. 

Demonstrating a few 
simple signs, Nicky 
explains that Daniel was 
very slow to speak: he was 
three when he learned his 
first few words. Even 
though Sophie was only 
little herself, she too 
learned Makaton to help. 

Deciding they would like 
another baby, but fearful it 
might also inherit Fragile 
X, Nicky and Matt 
requested IVF treatment. 
But, as a mother-of-three 
already, doctors said Nicky 
didn’t qualify. 

“But then, out of the 
blue, I fell pregnant. We 
were told we could have a 
test for Fragile X at 10 
weeks but, when we went, 
the baby was in the wrong 
place. After that my 
husband and I decided we 
wouldn’t be able to go 
ahead with a termination 
anyway, that whatever was 
meant to be was meant to 
be.” 

When Harry was born, 
the whole family was over 
the moon. “Sophie was like 
a little mother,” laughs 
Nicky. “I used to wake up 
in the morning and find 
her sitting on my bed 
cuddling him. They’ve 
always had a very special 
relationship; she idolises 
him. Nowadays he likes 
playing rough and tumble 
and she’ll always make 
time to play with him. And 
she’s always teaching him 
things: if you ask him: 
‘Who’s the best?’ he says: 
‘Sis is! - it’s all great for his 
communication skills and 
development.” 

As a tiny baby, Harry 
seemed completely 
normal. “The doctors 
decided to delay testing for 
Fragile X until he was six 
months old,” adds Nicky. 
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“They were worried it 
might affect bonding. But 
he didn’t seem to have any 
of the symptoms - so 
when they said he had 
tested positive it was a real 
shock.” 

As the boys have grown 
up, fife for the whole 
Littlechild family has been 
challenging. “Harry is just 
on the go all the time,” 
explains Nicky. “We’ve had 
seven years of sleepless 
nights: he’ll wake up at 
lam, 2am, 3am and be 
jumping around all over 
the place. He and Daniel 
are both at Samuel Pepys 
School and Harry has one- 
to-one support; the 
support workers used to 
take it in half-hour shifts, 
because he’s just so tiring. 

“They’re like toddlers: 
someone has to be with 
them all the time; if one of 
them goes out into the 
garden, they have to be 
accompanied - Harry can 
scale the 6ft fence. Neither 
of them have any sense of 
danger. 

“We’ve made our home 
totally safe for them, but 
going away on holiday is a 
nightmare. We have tried it 
a couple of times but Harry 
escapes. And Christmas is 
always difficult. I love 
Christmas but I’m trying 
not to look forward to it 
this year: we can’t visit 
family or anything, 
because it’s just too much 
for the boys. 

“I feel guilty about the 
fact that Daniel and Harry 
have to be our priority all 
the time; Rhys and Sophie 
have had a very loving 
upbringing, but it hasn’t 
been a normal one.” 

At 12, Daniel is 
becoming more aggressive. 
Nicky says he lashes out 
and hits when he becomes 
frustrated or excited. 

“We’re lucky that both the 
boys are very loving, there’s 
been no problem with 
bonding,” she adds. “But 
it’s very tough. And they’ll 
always need care; it’s just 
the way it is.” 

Both she and Matt, 40, 
have, Nicky admits, 
struggled to cope at times. 
“Matt had a full-time job 
and was a retained fire 
fighter, but he had to give 


up work,” she says. “And 
we’re both on tablets to 
help us cope. I couldn’t 
cope without my husband 
to be honest: we’re very 
much a team. And Sophie 
is just amazing. She’s my 
best friend - I’ll really miss 
her when she joins the 
Navy. And she’s also a third 
pair of hands; we’ll really 
miss her help with the 
boys.” 

Sophie was tested for 
Fragile X at the age of 12, 
because Nicky suspected 
she was showing 
symptoms - struggling 
with maths. The tests 
revealed she too is a 
carrier. “I’m so proud of 
the way she’s coped,” adds 
Nicky. “She’s doing really 
well at school.” 

About to start her GCSE 
exams, Sophie admits it 
can be hard to study at 
home - unless the boys are 
in bed. 

“A lot of things that other 
people take for granted 
seem really special to us,” 
she adds. “Things like 
going out for a meal 
together, or just spending 
some quiet time at home 
as a family, when the boys 
have respite care. 

“It’s really funny because 
I know a lot of people my 
age would hate spending 
time with their parents, 
but I always really look 
forward to it. We’re really 
close.” 

Sophie says she wants to 
join the Navy “to make 
something of myself. I 
think it would be a great 
thing to look back on, 
having travelled the 
world.” 

Recommended for a 
Yopey by her teachers, 
Sophie stands to win a 
£1,000 prize - £500 to keep 
and £500 to give to charity. 
There will also be a second 
prize of £500, third of £250 
and several runners-up 
prizes. The awards, to be 
announced in July, are 
sponsored by Spicers, 
Europe’s leading 
wholesaler of office 
products, along with the 
county’s police, Cambridge 
Building Society and 
Cambridge University 
Press, among others.

A FIRST bid by a council and the 
police to obtain drinking banning 
orders failed. 

Magistrates refused to grant an order 
against a man involved in a fight in a pub. 
Four other people facing orders did not 
appear in court. 

The banning orders can prevent people 
from going to pubs, clubs and even super¬ 
markets which have off-licences. 

But Forest Heath District Council’s 
application, jointly with Suffolk police, for an 
order against Dylan Houghton, 29, was 
rejected by magistrates at Bury St Edmunds. 

Paul Weller, council solicitor, told the court 
a ban was being sought to keep Houghton, 
of Carter Street, Fordham, out of pubs and 
nightclubs in Newmarket for up to two years. 
He said the application followed a fight in 
the grounds of The Bull pub in Newmarket 
High Street on February 14. 

A member of the pub staff saw Houghton 
standing over a man on the ground and 
punching him in the face. Houghton did not 
stop even when staff tried to pull him off. 

Mr Weller said the victim, Ian Furze, 
suffered a hairline fracture to the side of his 
jaw, a broken nose and fracture around his 
eye sockets. 

But Houghton told the court he had 
reacted when the other man said he had a 
knife and would cut him. 

“He threw a punch at me and cut my nose 
open,” said Houghton. “I was highly upset.” 

He said he was still on bail while the police 
continued to investigate the incident and 
had not been charged with any offences. 

Magistrate Alan Humphreys said: “In our 
view, it would be disproportionate to impose 
a drinking banning order.”

PRINCE OF PERSIA: THE SANDS OF 
TIME (12A, 115 mins) Action. Jake

INSPIRED by best-selling video 
games series Prince Of Persia: The 
Sands Of Time is a rollicking 
escapade which marries gorgeous 
Moroccan locations with state-of- 
the-art visual effects. 

The storyline of Mike Newell’s big 
budget adventure incorporates a 
romantic subplot to appeal to 
female audiences who might 
otherwise give this testosterone- 
heavy romp a wide berth. 

The casting of a buffed up Jake 
Gyllenhaal in the lead role will also 
prove a draw as the Oscar- 
nominated star of Brokeback 
Mountain casts aside his indie 
credentials to throw himself into 
the melee of this mindless popcorn 
fodder. 

Physically, he is more than a 
match for any protracted fight 
sequence in Boaz Yakin, Doug Miro 
and Carlo Bernard’s predictable 
script and he nails the British 
accent of his gung-ho hero. 
However, there’s no emotional 


content and the flirtation with ballsy 
co-star Gemma Arterton remains 
suitably chaste. 

A brief prologue establishes the 
lineage of King Sharaman (Pickup) 
with a visit to a Persian 
marketplace, where the monarch 
picks a street urchin called Dastan 
to become his surrogate son. 
Fifteen years later, rugged Dastan 
(Gyllenhaal) joins his brothers Tus 
(Coyle) and Garsiv (Kebbell) as 
they head for a fortress controlled 
by Princess Tamina (Arterton), 
which is rumoured to be the 
source of weapons for the King’s 
enemies. 

During the assault on the city 


defences, Dastan unwittingly 
acquires a mythical dagger - a 
powerful gift from the Gods which 
allows the holder to reverse the 
flow of time. 

He is then framed for the murder of 
his beloved father and forced to 
flee for his life with Tamina in tow. 
Spurred on by their nefarious uncle 
Nizam (Kingsley), Tus and jealous 
sibling Garsiv vow to slay Dastan in 
revenge for their father’s murder. 
Meanwhile, the outlaws encounter 
ostrich racing supremo Amar 
(Molina) and realise that the only 
way to unmask the real killer is to 
manipulate the dagger and turn 
back time.

Keep your cool in the 
garden after late frosts 


A s Chelsea 

exhibitors struggle 
to bring their prize 
plants to perfection for 
the flower show later this 
month because of the 
late cold snap, domestic 
gardeners will also be 
suffering the effects of 
the coldest May in 17 
years. 

Many seedlings will be 
struggling to survive, even in 
cold frames, and some tender 
plants which have been put 
out too early will end up being 
consigned to the compost bin. 

Temperatures recently fell to 
minus 5C (23F) in Redesdale, 
Northumberland, and minus 
4C (24.8F) in Chesham, 
Buckinghamshire, while the 
lowest recorded temperature 
in the cold snap was minus 6C 
(21.2F) atAltnaharra, in the 
Scottish Highlands. 

Many plants in unheated 
greenhouses, such as tender 
geraniums and fuchsias, will 
have succumbed to the late 
frosts, says Matthew Wilson, 
presenter of Channel 4 
gardening series The 
Landscape Man.

“The big problem for the 
domestic gardener is if you 
have an unheated greenhouse 
which has big fluctuations in 
temperature, it’s a nightmare 
for plants. 

“Bright sunshine during the 
day will warm it up but then at 
night the temperature 
plummets, which will disrupt 
plant growth.” 

He advises gardeners to 
install a heater in a greenhouse 
temporarily and leave 
protection such as bubblewrap 
on the glass, making sure you 
are opening the vents during 
the day so there is less 
fluctuation. 

For those who still have seed 
trays on their windowsills 
indoors, it may be worth 
leaving pricking out a bit 
longer, until the weather has 


warmed up a bit. 

Tender veg such as 
tomatoes, green beans and 
courgettes need to remain 
indoors until the end of the 
month, or early next month if 
the cold snap continues, as 
they are extremely susceptible 
to frost. 

If your veg are outgrowing 
their plug plant pots, simply 
transplant them into larger 
pots until it is safe to plant 
them outside. 

Warm the soil where you are 
sowing seeds with sheets of 
clear plastic to help them 
along. 

For those who have lost a lot 
of their summer bedding to the 
frost, it’s worth direct sowing 
hardy annuals outdoors. 

There’s a huge variety of 
cornfield annuals including 
mixtures of poppies, 
cornflowers and other meadow 
varieties which will provide 
you with plenty of colour 
outdoors. 

Keep direct sowing outdoors 
successionally, one batch in 
mid-May and another in early 
June, to extend the flowering 
season. Many seed mixtures go 
from seedlings to flowers in 
eight to 10 weeks. 

The coldest winter for 30 


years means that many 
established perennials will take 
longer to get going again, but 
be patient because they will 
come back. 

Also, seeds which you have 
planted in the soil outside will 
take longer to germinate. 

Wilson says: “The frosts 
haven’t been particularly deep 
so it won’t have been cold 
enough to damage seeds in the 
ground. Seeds which haven’t 
germinated are probably going 
to be okay but will come 
through later than usual. 

“The good news is it’s not so 
late that more seeds can’t be 
sown. Just sow another batch. 
Successional sowing will 
prolong the flowering season.” 

Seedlings which have 
already been transplanted into 
the garden may survive if 
there’s reasonable cover in cold 
frames or under horticultural 
fleece, but you may lose some. 
If the seedlings are large 
enough, you can pinch out the 
damaged growth and they may 
still survive. 

Shrubs of borderline 
hardiness which have survived 
previous mild winters may 
have been damaged this year. 
Plants such as Choisya ternata, 
Pittosporum tobira, lemon 



verbena, Chilean glory flower 
and wisteria may suffer but 
they may not have died. 

Wilson advises: “With shrubs 
such as choisya, prune out the 
damaged wood after flowering 
and keep your fingers crossed 
that it grows back.” 

If you think a shrub has died, 
scratch the bark away from the 
stem at the base and you 
should see healthy green, 
flexible wood underneath. 
Prune it by following the 
damaged wood back until you 


find new growth. 

The blossom on fruit trees 
such as apples, pears, apricots 
and plums may have been 
frost-damaged, which means 
there will be slightly less fruit 
being set, but this should be 
tempered by the fact that we’ve 
had an incredible spring for 
blossom. 

“Everything will be a bit later 
this year but if we get a long, 
hot, dry summer, nature 
should balance it out,” Wilson 
adds.

“It’s an amazing, crazy 
track,” he said.

Lawrence stars

MILDENHALL produced a devastating performance 
in their third consecutive victory to move into joint 
second place in the National League with a 60-33 
win over Plymouth on Sunday. 

The entire Fen Tigers line-up found their best form 
to stun hapless and, at times, unfortunate Plymouth 
as they reached the 60-point milestone for the first 
time this year. 

The hosts roared into an early 10-point lead and 
although veteran Mark Simmonds rescued some 
respite with a 7-2 tactical, the Devils never got close 
to their in-form opponents. 

Maximum hero Jerran Hart set the tone with 
blistering starts in each of his untouchable five 
rides, skipper Barrie Evans and Joe Jacobs were 
beaten only once in another impressive showing by 
both, and Luke Priest put in his best West Row 
display yet.

But he saved his 
best for his third race with another fine gate, 
storming past Simmonds and holding his nerve as 
the Plymouth No 1 fought back to the line. It was a 
win that delighted the home crowd. 

Laurence said: “I’m very happy with that. I was 
lacking confidence but the race win boosted me 
enough to go on and win heat 11. 

“The track is working to our advantage now that 
we have found a slick set-up that everyone likes.”

GODOLPHIN’S Kite Wood got 
his four-year-old campaign off 
to the best possible start with 
an all-the-way win in the Prix 
Vicomtesse Vigier. 

Second in the St Leger to 
stablemate Mastery last season, 
the Ascot Gold Cup could now be 
high on his agenda after he 
benefited from a fantastic front¬ 
running ride from Frankie 
Dettori. 

“I’m happy. He’s a horse with 
class, he showed that last year 
when finishing second in the 
St Leger,” said trainer Saeed bin 
Suroor. “Physically he looks much 
better than last year and he is 
certainly more relaxed this year, 
which is a good sign. 

“We’ll have to see how he is 
after the race, the ground was 
quick enough, but it could be the 
Gold Cup next for him. 

“Obviously we’ll make a 
decision nearer the time, he does 
have other options so we’ll see.” 

■ Gerard Butler has mapped out 
an exciting campaign for new 
recruit Lahaleeb. 

The four-year-old filly was a 
top-drawer performer when 
trained by Mick Channon, for 
whom she won the Grade One EP 
Taylor Stakes at Woodbine last 
October. 

She also turned in a clutch of 
other high-class displays for 
Channon, including taking 
second spot in the Irish 1000 


Guineas, before being transferred 
to Fawzi Nass’ yard in Bahrain. 

Lahaleeb finished seventh in 
the Singapore Airlines 
International Cup on her final 
foray for Nass before being 
switched to Butler’s Newmarket 
yard early last week. 

Her first start for new 
connections is likely to be at the 
highest level in the Etihad 
Falmouth Stakes at Newmarket 
on July 7. 

“She arrived the other day from 
Singapore and is fresh and very 
well,” said Butler. “She’s an 
exciting horse to have in the yard 
and we’re looking forward to 
getting her out. 

“Her first start will probably be 
in the Falmouth and, later on, 
there’s options like the Nassau 
(Goodwood), the Matron 
(Leopardstown) and the Sun 
Chariot (Newmarket).” 

■ Mark Tompkins is praying for 
rain to soften the ground in the 
lead-up Investec Derby for his 
Chester winner Ted Spread. 

“Ted Spread did a bit of work 
last Friday morning and we are 
very happy with him - we just 
want some rain between now and 
June 5,” said Tompkins. 

“He will stay the trip and he is 
an improving horse. 

“He will have learned a lot at 
Chester and his temperament is 
bombproof - he will just stand 
there and pick grass. 


“If it rains and the ground 
comes in our favour, then I would 
hope that he could be fifth or 
sixth.” 

■ Henry Cecil’s team for the 
Classics at Epsom is looking 
increasingly likely to consist of 
Bullet Train and both Aviate and 
Timepiece. 

The latter pair are the 
respective second and third 
favourites for the Investec Oaks 
and are in the frame to take each 
other on, with Cecil’s third 
possibility Principal Role bound 
for the Ribblesdale Stakes at 
Royal Ascot. 

The trainer’s only contender for 
the Derby is Bullet Train, who was 
under consideration for Ascot but 
is now set to throw his hat into 
the ring for the main event. 

Each of the quartet are owned 
by Cecil’s long-standing patron 
Prince Khalid Abdullah and his 
racing manager Teddy 
Grimthorpe was able to provide a 
report of a workout on the gallops 
for Bullet Train and Timepiece. 

The other two are expected to 
stretch their legs later in the 
week. 

Cecil, a peerless trainer of 
fillies, has compared Timepiece 
favourably among some of the 
great stars of his career despite 
her being beaten in the Lingfield 
Oaks Trial.
